AFFIDAVIT 


I,  Major-General  ARTHUR  ERNEST  PERCIVAL,  CB,  DSO,  OBE 
^C,  of  'Westfield 1 ,  Westland  Green,  Little  Hadhara  in  the 
County  of  Hertford  make  oath  and  say  as  follows

^941  until  my  capture  by  the  Japanese  in  February 
1942  I  was  General  Officer  Commanding  Malaya. 

2.  At  about  2345  hours  on  the  7th  December  1941,  beach  de¬ 
fence  troops  on  the  BADAKG  and  SABAK  Beaches,  the  point  of 
junction  of  which  at  KUALA  PAAMAT  was  about  one-and-a-helf 
miles  north-east  of  KOTA  BHARU  Airfield,  rooorted  shins 
anchoring  off  the  coast. 


3.  Shortly  after  this  beach  artillery  opened  fire  and  the 
Japanese  shins  started  shelling  the  beaches. 

4.  At  about  0025  hours  on  the  next  day  (8th  December  1941), 
the  leading  Japanese  troops  landed  at  the  junction  of  BADANG 
and  SABAK  Beaches. 


5.  By  about  0100  hours  after  hoavy  fighting  they  had  suc- 
ceeded  in  capturing  the  adjacent  nill-boxes,  manned  by  troons 
of  the  3rd/17th  Dogras. 

6.  The  garrison  of  the  pill-bcxes  during  the  fighting  in¬ 
flicted  very  heavy  casualties  uoon  the  enemy  before  they  were 
eventually  wiped  out  almost  to  a  man. 

7.  At  about  0430  hours  on  the  8th  December  1941,  a  Japanese 
air  formation  raided  the  SINGAPORE  Area.  It  had  probably 
come  from  FRENCH  INDO-CHINA,  a  distance  of  about  700  miles. 
The  air-raid  warning  had  been  sounded,  but  SINGAPORE  was  not 
completely  blncked-out  when  the  aircraft  arrived. 


8.  Bombs  were  dropped  by  this  formation  on  the  Seletnr  and 
Tengah  airfields,  and  in  the  city  area.  Damage,  however,  was 
slight.  ’ 
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2*  I!?1?  was  ,the  first  indication  that  citizons  of  SINGAPORE 

had  that  v/ar  had  broken  out  in  the  Far  East.
